WASHINGTON UR — A big new 
rocket engine, using soUd instead 
of hard-to-handle liquid fuel for 
powering an intermediate 
range 
ballistic .Tfiissile, has been devel­ 
oped and put under test. 
This was disclosed today in a 
routine annual report to stock­ 
holders by the General Tire Co., 
which seemed to contain consid­ 
erably 
more 
information 
about 
^ m e weapons than has been an­ 
nounced by the Defense Depart­ 
ment. The report said the new 
rocket motor went into its testing 
stage last October. 
The motor was designed by the 
company ’s Aerojet-General Corp. 
and, said the report, is "the larg­ 
est solid propellant power plant 
ever used in any ballistic mis­ 
sile." The motor was developed 
for the Jupiter IRBM, the com­ 
pany reports. 
However, Army experts told a 
newsman that Jupiter IRBM pro­ 
- a m does not now include use of 
a solid instead of liquid fuel. 'This 
appeared 
to 
indicate 
the 
new 
rocket engine may be intended 
for use by the Navy in its Polaris 


IRBM. The Navy started out with 
the Army on joint development of 
the Jupiter, but a few months ago 
announced plans to go ahead with 
its own project. 
For reasons of handling and 
stowage aboard ships at sea. the 
Navy favors a solid fuel instead 
of the fuming nitric acid and ox 
idizer used generally in Army and 
Air Force ballistic missiles.

1. A new ty pe of motor for tor­ 
pedoes, using solid fuel like that 
for rockets instead of the tradi­ 
tional compressed air or alcohol- 
powered motors.

State leg islatio n which became seed o # 
the Sedalia po licemen’s petitio n, permits 
any city o f the third class to ado pt a 
merit sy stem po lice department 
The 
law pro v ides fo r creatio n o f a perso nnel 
bo ard made up o f equal numbers o f 
members o f the two po litical parties. 
The bo ard wo uld be required to g iv t 
ex aminatio ns to candidates fo r appo int­ 
ment o r pro mo tio n and to certify lists 
o f elig ibles to the may o r o r o ther ap­ 
po inting autho rity . The appo inting auth­ 
o rity wo uld be required to appo int o r 
pro mo te fro m a list o f certified elig ibles. 
If in the co urse o f time the Citizens 
Co mmittee reco mmends to City Co uncil 
ado ptio n o f the merit sy stem, and Co un­ 
cil appro v es and o rders an o rdinance 
drawn, then the merit sy stem fo r po lice 
o fficers co uld be put into effect in 6 0 
day s, but no chang e co uld be made in 
the Chief o f Po lice o ffice untH his pre­ 
sent term ex pires. Chief Edg ar Neig h­ 
bo rs’ two y ear term do es no t ex pire un­ 
til April, 1 95 8 . 


Under the new state law if ado pted by 
the city o rdinance the chief o f po lice 
wo uld be subject to the o rders o f the 
may o r o nly , and the deputy chief and 
o ther o fficers wo uld be subject to the 
o rders o f their superio rs in the depart­ 
ment, and the may o r. 


The law also pro v ides that perso ns 
elected o r appo inted to o ffice prio r to 
the effectiv e date o f the law and the 
creatio n o f a merit sy stem shall co ntinue 
in o ffice fo r the remainder o f the term 
fo r which they are elected o r appo inted. 


There are o ppo nents and pro po nents 
o f the merit sy stem po lice department. 
Oppo nents say it enco urag es mo re po li­ 
tical co ntro l, but we do n’t quite see 
ho w that can be.

Tfie WmMngtoH Merry-Gb-Round 
Israel Gets the Do uble Cro ss On Gaza 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — If you know th e full inside 
•tory of th e h ectic negotiations by wh ich Israel 
agreed to with draw from th e Gaza Strip and th e 
GuM of Aq aba, you can’t escape th e conclusion 
th at th is little country h as been given one of 
th e biggest double-crosses of modem diplomacy. 
Th is may seem an extreme statement but h ere 
it th e h ith erto unpublish ed record: 
Around th e middle (rf last month th e Eisen­ 
h ower i^ministration wai worried sick over th e 
positkm in wh ich it found itself regarding th e 
pending UN vote for sanctions against Israel. It 
was so worried th ik th e first th ing Secretary 
Dulles did wh en Premier Guy Mollet of France 
arrived in Wash ington was to ask h is h elp solv­ 
ing th e UN-Israeli impasse. 
*‘If th ere ever was a time wh en Üm United 
States needs th e good offices of France 'tis 
now,” Dulles said in effect. During 6m first 
th ree h ours of th e French -American meetings 
th is was about all th e State Department people 
talked about. Dulles couldn’t g fi Israd and 8 ie 
UN off h is mind. 
llie reason was easy to understand. Th e Eisen- 
h owor administration by th is time h ad got itself 
into a position wh ere it was damned by th e Arab- 
Asian Bloc R it didn’t vote for sanctions, and 
damned by a majority of Congress plus powerful 
political forces if it did. 
Wh at it needed was a compromise. 
Th e West German government h ad politely but 
firmly notified Dulles th at Germany would not 
go along with sanctions. Germany’s commitment 
to Israel, made as a result of Hitler’s massacre 
of 6,000,000 Jews, was a moral one, West G« :- 
many told th e State Department. Ch ancellor Ad­ 
enauer feels th e obligation deeply, Dulles was 
told, th erefore th e German reparations payments 
to Israel would continue. 
Dulles also knew th at France, plus probably 
Australia, New Zealand. Canada and England 
would not go along with sanctions. Furth ermore, 
both Senator Lyndon Joh nston, th e Democratk 
leader, and Senator William Knowland, th e GOP 
leader, h ad publicly served notice on th e admin­ 
istration th at Congress would probably not agree 
to sanctions. 
Finally, th e administration was desperately 
anxious to get th e Eia^ibow^ Near East Doc­ 
trine okayed by th e Senate. Every day of delay 
h urt th e President’s prestige both at h ome and 
abroad. And it became iq >parent th at S^iate 
leaders were not going to push a vote on th e 
Eisenh ower Doctrine until th ey knew wh eth er 
sanctions were going to be voted against Israel.

Anoth « * assumption was th at th e 
UN Administration would continue until “th ere 
is a peace settlement.” 
Th ese and (rfber assumptions were studied 
car^ully in writing and agreed to by Joh n Foster 
DuUei. He made six or eigh t ch anges in th e 
wording. Th ese Israel accepted. 
It was also agreed th at after Mrs. Meir made 
h er UN speech outlining th ese assumptions, U.S. 
Ambassador Lodge sh ould speak and describe 
th e assumiRions as “reasonable.” 
Wh en Lodge spoke, h owever, h e ch anged th e 
signals.

o f ho no r with lo ng pisto ls 
The island, fo rmed by erratic 
cu rrents aro und li» 0, was claimed 
neither by Misso uri no r Illino is. It 
was a jurisdictio nal no mans’ land 
safe fro m sheriffs try ing to en­ 
fo rce anti-dueilng laws. 
The mo st famo us duel waged 
there pitted Tho mas Hart Bento n, 
v ain and pugnacio us, a g a i n s t 
Charles Lucas, a 2T>-y ear-o ld U. S, 
atto rney with a distaste fo r v io ­ 
lence but no t a hint o f co wardice. 
Bento n and Lucas were riv al at­ 
to rney s in a law case. This co u­ 
pled with o ther frictio n, culmi­ 
nated in Bento n—later a Misso uri 
senato r fo r 30 y ears — calling 
Lucas a “puppy .”

o ne August mo rning in 1817. 
Bento n felled Lucas with the 
first sho t and demanded ano ther 
firing. The wo unded Lucas replied 
he was satisfied. 
But Bento n was far fro m satis­ 
fied and ex acted a pledge fro m 
Lucas that he wo uld fight again. 
Six weeks later they were o n 
“Blo o dy Island” again, 10 feet 
apart. Bento n sho t Lucas in the 
arm. The bullet passed into his 
bo dy near the heart and Lucas 
died a little while later. 
In ano ther famo us duel in 1831, 
Army Majo r Tho mas Biddle o f the 
Philadelphia Biddles met Spencer 
Pettis, a Misso uri co ngressman, 
after Biddle ho rsewhipped Pettis 
in his ho tel ro o m in a wrangle 
o v er newspaper articles. 
Pettis challenged and Biddle, a 
nearsighted man, demanded the 
dueling distance be but fiv e feet. 
Under the dueling co de, the chal­ 
lenged man co uld select the weap­ 
o ns. the time and place 
the 
meeting, and the distance. 
And fiv e feet it was when they 
met o n the island with the lo ng 
barrels o f their pisto ls o v erlap­ 
ping. 
The pisto ls barked to gether and 
seco nds later bo th men were dead. 
These and many o ther duels o f 
lesser no te were fo ught o n this 
sandbar. 
But as mid-century appro ached 
the freak cu rrents that had fo rmed 
“Blo o dy Island” became respo n­ 
sible fo r its demise. 
The St, Lo uis City Co uncil, in 
1847, passed an o rdinance calling 
fo r a dike fro m the head o f the 
island to the Illino is sho re to turn 
the riv er cu rrent westward. 
The dike caused the western 
edge o f the island to wash away 
and the rest o f it, in time, became 
co v ered with railro ad tracks and 
industrial 
wareho uses after the 
city o f East St. Lo uis to o k the 
island within its limits. 
And so “Blo o dy Island” where 
“the pisto l was the umpire in ev - 
!ery co ntro v ersy ” ceasesd to ex ist
